WASHINGTON, Jan. J9—The Supreme Court has speeded 


up its final decision as to whether constitutional prohibition is 
valid. 


Announcement was made that the application of the state 


of Rhode Island to institute proceeding's in court to test the valid- 
ity of the 18th Amendent and the Volsted law had been grant- 
ed- 


Rhode Island in making the application claims the law could 


not be enforced against its consent as the state had rejected the 
prohibition 
amendment. 
Enforcement 
would be 
against the 


sovereign rights of the state it was claimed. The suit was au- 
thorized by the Rhode Island Leliglature and was, backed with an 
appropriation of $5,000. The state does not contend that the 
ratification makes the amendment void but it does contend that 
the law cannot be enforced in Rhode Island when has rejected 
it. The government argued that the Supreme Court had no juris- 
diction to hear the case and that it must be instituted in the 
lower courts and fought through them until it eventually reached 
Ihe. Supi-cme court. 
Today's decision eliminates the delay this 


would involve. 
The Supreme Court, however, refuses to grant 


any injuncton restraining state and federal enforcement of con- 
stitutional prohibition, in the state.

WASHINGTON, Jan. J9—The Supreme Court has speeded 


up its final decision as to whether constitutional prohibition is 
valid. 


Announcement was made that the application of the state 


of Rhode Island to institute proceeding's in court to test the valid- 
ity of the 18th Amendent and the Volsted law had been grant- 
ed- 


Rhode Island in making the application claims the law could 


not be enforced against its consent as the state had rejected the 
prohibition 
amendment. 
Enforcement 
would be 
against the 


sovereign rights of the state it was claimed. The suit was au- 
thorized by the Rhode Island Leliglature and was, backed with an 
appropriation of $5,000. The state does not contend that the 
ratification makes the amendment void but it does contend that 
the law cannot be enforced in Rhode Island when has rejected 
it. The government argued that the Supreme Court had no juris- 
diction to hear the case and that it must be instituted in the 
lower courts and fought through them until it eventually reached 
Ihe. Supi-cme court. 
Today's decision eliminates the delay this 


would involve.
